In that fatality, police 
reported that White was 
shot once in the head and 
chest as result of an en- 
suing argument with Grif- 
fin, who was tending bar at 
the time. It was not deter- 
mined by homicide detec- 
tives as to what triggered 
the disturbance. 

In Griffin's opening trial 
proceedings last Thursday, 
Assistant County Prose- 
cutor Thomas Beal said 
that Griffin, at the climax of 
the argument, pulled a .38 
caliber revolver from 
behind the bar and fired 
point blank at White shor- 
tly after the deceased 
woman had reached into 
her purse. 

Beal contended to Judge 
Olivito, sitting here on as- 
signment from Jefferson 
County, there was no gun 
in White's purse, nor did 
the deceased woman 
threaten Griffin's life. 

Griffin's defense Atty. 
Tom Tyack argued that 
White had threatened the 
defendant with a broken 

Tyack said White 
had a reputation _of 
carrying a gun or knife and 
pulled a weapon in 


previous altercations. Two 
reported eyewitnesses 
verified White's reputation 
for carrying a weapon and 
said the women had 
argued shortly before the 
incident took place. 

Witness Clyde Hickman 
testified White had 
reached into her purse 
when Griffin pulled.a pistol 
from beneath the bar. 
Chester Wilson, another 
witness, however, testified 
that White was not 
peachy | into her purse 
when riffin pulled the 
trigger.

He 
cited S.B.1., as legislation 
which is designed to re- 
strict individual freedoms 
in America by authorizing 
wiretapping and illegal 
searching and seizure by 
government. 

He also took a dim view 
on busing as a device for 
school integration. Busing, 
he asserted, “is a trick on 
black people, a trick on 
white people; and a trick 
on all freedom-loving 
people in this country.” 

He voiced skepticism of 
business incentives, but 
noted that “money is the 
lifeblood of any govern- 
ment or body politics. Any 
doctor will tell you when 
blood converges at the top 
of the head, you're in 
danger of having a stroke,” 
he said. 

During the question 
period, Moss was 
why he appealed to Cong. 
Shirley_Chisholm_ of New 
York not to come to 

Columbus and campaign 
for Fran Ryan. His 
response was to the effect 
that her appearance here 
would not have been in the 
best interest of his own 
campaign.

Citizens FOR Good Schools answers parents’ questions about the 
Columbus School Levies and special programs: 


The special needs of children 
can’t be neglected. 


What can we expect in the way of special education 
benefits from the Columbus school levies? 
With funds from the renewal and the new levy, Columbus 
schools will be able to expand the very important pro- 
grams that can help handicapped children reach their full 
potential for productive lives. These children have 
special needs we can’t neglect. 


Can’t available funds be used for this purpose? 
Not enough funding is available for the expansion re- 
quired, New funds are needed to add special classes and 
services to comply with new state and federal laws. Voca- 
tional training for handicapped children also must be 
expanded to give these special children a competitive 
place in the world of jobs. 


What innovations can we expect in special education? 
The greatest hope is to be able to simply continue and 
expand the special classes and pupil services we have been 
able to provide in recent years. For instance, last year 
specially designed facilities for physically handicapped 
children were opened at Colerain School, and an addition 
was constructed at A. G. Bell School for the Deaf. The

Only” approach, Learning and Behavioral Disabilities 
tutoring, speech, language and hearing therapists for 
youngsters with articulation disorders, services for blind 
children, and a special school for pupils with severe be- 
havior problems. The expansion—even the continuance— 
of all these programs is dependent upon the success of 
the two levies. 


What about gifted/talented students? Will the levies 

help them? 
Realizing that gifted students have special needs also. the 
Columbus schools have initiated special programs for 
them in several elementary schools. The Olympus Program 
was established last year, and Creative Seminars were 
begun this past summer. These programs are but a be- 
ginning in the challenges these children require. Without - 
the levies, funds will not be available to expand these 
programs, and our good start may have to be abandoned.

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Last week the growing concern on the 
future of Frank Robinson as the nmeoe 
of the Cleveland-indians ended. The first 
Black manager in the major leagues was 
signed for another year. 

As the 1976 base bali season 
progressed, and the Cleveland Club 
swayed in uncertainty as to its ability to 
win. The rail birds began to question 
Frank Robinson's ability as a manager, He 
had firmly established himself as an 
outstanding player, but, his ability ‘to 
manage was something else. 

Managing a major ue baseball Club 
is at best, a most difficult job. Managing a 
team where most of the players and fans, 
are white, has to be a challenging experi- 
ence. 

In few businesses are the exgcutives 
and managers subjected to more scrutiny 
and second guessing than in organized 
major league sports. Added to the 
dilemma of these officials, are the 
demands by the fans that their team 
always be a winner. Plus the fact that more 
and more cities and counties are 
becoming concerned because: (1) the 
team rents public owned park facilities; 
(2) every American city looks upon sports 
teams as a community asset, from which 
the’ community receives national and 
international publicity and° creates. a 
favorable image. 

Therefore, the manager of a. major 
sports team is not just a hired employe of 
the owners, he is something of a public 
figure accountable not only to the team’s 
Owners, but to every person in the 
community, many of whom think they 
know as much, if not more about running 
the team than the manager. “Therefore, 
popularity is as much of an asset as 
knowledge of the job itself. 

The two years Frank Robinson has 
managed the Cleveland Indians, have not 
been gems of success. The team did better 
in his second year than in his first. The last 
games of the season did not do much “to 
polish Robinson's managerial luster. 

That Frank Robinson has been hired to 
his third major league team managerial 
contract, is of itself important, for despite 
the growing number of Black players, 
Robinson is still the only Black manager in 
the major leagues. So, we haven't lost any 
ground. However, Robinson's tack-luster 
tenure-has not-as yet inspired any other 
team's owner to hire one of the several 
competent, available Blacks as their man- 
ager. 

Although there are a record number of 
Black players in organized baseball today, 
one beyond the status of a player is 
still difficult, even to a coach. Frank 
Robinson himself has not seen fit to hire a

been taken over by the Russians since the 
close of World. War |i, 

The Ford people are not too much 
concerned about the flack aroused by the 
Butz incident, since most of the party 
Strategists have-long ago discounted any 
meaningful support from Black voters 
come November. But there is grave 
concern that the big city ethnic votes that 
the Ford campaign needs for a November 
victory, and which was certainly within 
their grasp, may now be diluted, if not 
washed down the drain completely.

As Frank Robinson enters his third year 
as the Indians manager, we would like to 
see him become more a part of Cleveland 
than he has in the past two years. He has 
been especially absent in the Black Com- 
munity. 

In the days when Larry Doby, Satchel 
Paige, Luke Easter, and others were 
opening the gates for other Black players, 
they were frequent visitors throughout the 
Black community. Their presence enhan- 
ced the pride Blacks had in them; inspired 
young boys who had the opportunity to 
see them at close range; and, also attrac- 
ted more fans to the ball park. 

Negro achievers are too new on the 
scene to take a restrictive attitude as to 
their association with the Black 
community. It was the Black Community. 
that made Cleveland the kind of city that 
was acceptable to the employment of the 
first Black manager, And, if Frank 
Robinson can attract. an increasing 
number of Blacks to the ball park, he will 
be enhancing his own value to the club. 

Negroes have come a long way’. in 
sports in the past fifty years. From’ 
completely segregated teams, we now 
have complete integration on the playing 
field... The fact that major sports teams 
recruit almost all of their potential players 
from the college ranks, has been the in- 
centive for hundreds of Black boys going 
to and remaining in college. 

These time are a tar cry from the days 
when Paul Roberson, Duke Slater, Fritz 
Pollard and others played week-end foot- 
ball for a mere pittance or, when C.I. 
Taylor, Rube Foster and other Black 
baseball players played on sandiot fields 
and in run down ball parks. 

‘ The gates of opportunity to these sports 
were not blasted open by the present-day 
crop of players. They are the beneficiaries. 
of these crusades. However, while we 
have won some battles, the war against 
discrimination is a victory we ‘must still 
achieve. : 
_So. players. like. Frank. Robinson; Hank 
Aaron and others who are raking in big 
salaries and playing under the most 
modern facilities, have an obligation to do 
their part in helping the race to knock 
down the remaining barriers to complete 
victory. This is an obligation they must not 
ignore. 

We are glad that Frank Robinson has 
been given another chance to prove that 
blacks can be managers.

And before Carter could explain himself out of the 
political guagmire, he invited his adversaries to stone

Republicans once. again. jumped. at the opportunity 
to rain hail sized stones on Carter's glass dwelling. 
The action, however, was shortlived, for Earl Butz, 
fired Agriculture director, set the stage for Carter's 
force to retaliate with devastating force. 

And moreover, Butz's racist slur was so plain and 
so raw that President Ford fired him, but not before 
Carter's troops unleashed tons of stones on the 

blicans’ unguarded glass house. 

@ moral of the old adage will probably haunt both . 
Republicans and Democrats right down to the 
election day wire, but being politicians, they can be 
expected to hurl more stones before the campaign is 


over.

Getting Out The Vote 


It is likely that the next President of the United 

States wil 
it ulation. Nearly a quarter of the 

wat vente for the loser and about half of those eligible 

to vote won't even cast a ballot. 

This is something that should concern every one of 
us, not just the campaign managers and the 
politicians. The fate of democracy is dependent upon 
citizen participation in the electoral process, and 
everyone loses if a handful of people wind up 
choosing our leaders. 

One big reason for the small turnout is structural — 
the system is rigged to make it difficult for people to . 
register, Some states: have simplified postcard 
registration, but most throw obstacles in the way of 
citizens trying to register, making it especially difficult 
for working people who may have to lose a day's pay 
to travel to the county courthouse to register. 

The case for a simplified ——- automatic 
registration em is clear. In some European coun- 
tries, you're Ciomasieatty registered and simply drop 
in to vote at convenient polling places whenever 
there's an election, without red tape. Last month, for 
example, over 90 percent of Swedes turned out to 
vote: 

Many people claim that low voter turnouts are at- 
tributable to alienation and mistrust of government. If 
that’s true, the parties are at fault. If both parties at- 
tempted to open their structures to include all people, 
if they reached out to the community to involve 
people in party activities, there would be far less 
alienation. - 

And if the candidates dealt with issues that really 
concerned the pcre and adequately imparted a 
vision of the kind of government they wanted, there 
would be more interest and involvement. So far 
neither candidate has managed to frame the issues in 
a believable way that would inspire support and trust 
among large numbers of the electorate, and the con- 
stant harping about how awful “those Washington 
bureaucrats” are only turns people off. After all, if 
candidates and officials say government is so terrible, 
why get involved, even if to vote. 

he tragic element.in.all this is that non-voting is 
most prevalent among those who are most in need of 
exercising political muscle. Black gains are being 
threatened and a really large black voter turnout is 
needed to protect those gains through a display of 
political power. Poor people, whose numbers are 
growing, and young people, for whom few jobs are 
available, have the power to vote in those who pledge 
support for the programs needed and to vote against 
those who stand in the way of change. 

But blacks, the 


\ smaliog Numbers then do’ the satisfied and com- 


lead in political participation. 
But for black le, voting is of absolutely vital im- 
rtance. A large black turnout this f will make 
parties sit up and take notice of black needs and 


aspirations. The black vote may provide the margin 

that elects the next President, a number of senators, 

Heol hundred congressmen, and countless local of- 
clals. 

In addition to helping candidates that support black 
goals and punishing those whose records show 
animosity toward biack needs, a large black vote will

Whites Burying More Blacks 


It is becomin more 
noticeable late that black 
people are turning to white 
funeral homes for burial of 
their loved ones. At first, it 
could have been thought 
of as another throw back 
to those first days in white 
theatres, early days of 
World War ||, when white 
movie: houses opened 
psn doors to black 
patrons whom they had 
been barring for a0 lanes 

Black people completie: 
shook off attendance of 
black movie houses that 
had stood them great 
service in entertainment 
for so many years and to 
the extent that the black 
movie houses had to quit 
business. 

Black people are like 
that. They always - take 
every opportunity to 
disassociate themselves 
from their own people and 
avail themselves of every 
chance to patronize the 
white man. They are seen 
at exclusive ‘this or that’ of 
white ownership but their 
complexion is always there 
and all. their co-white 
customers or patrons say 
under their breath is: 
“There's another nigger, 
what's (he) or (she) doing 
here?" 


All of this tells why black 
business operates on a 
shoe string much too 
often. There are insurance 
companies around that 
have occupied the same 
Structures for forty years or 
more. One does not see 
any black insurance 
company .erecting tall 
buildings and expanding 
into other ventures. They 
don't get that kind of 
business out-of blacks. 
There is no feeling ~ to 
urge giving the business to 
a black man. 

But there was always 
two. sides to a story. An 
inquiry or so revealed that 
white funeral homes do not 
charge as much as black 
homes, That is the most 
important factor of it all. 
Black business rides sky 
high in price. People shop 
around for excellent 
service but at a lower cost 
and the black man, with 
limited income, has to do 
that. This, apparently has 
‘led black families to turn to 
the white morticians 
recently. 

It is not odd at all, that 
prevalency of high charges 
is so typical 
people. The black funeral 
homes are very modern in 
dressing up the 
establishment and making 
fine—appearances~ as old 
houses and a building 
have been framed up into 
virtual palatial funeral 
homes, but people of 
modest means naturally 
feel that they cannot pay 
for finery. They want 
something left out of that 
insurance money. 

How does one get it 
across to the black man in 
business to fall back on 
mass production instead of 
trying to extract a fortune 
out of those willing to go 
along? The black man has 
a great argument_about-his 
brother in business. 

One’ factor that militates 
against black business is 
the grapevine story. That 
tale that is told over the 


back fence or the 
telephone is the real 
advertisement. There is 


one about a grieving family 
at the graveside in tears 
and the pangs of sorrow 
but the mortician was not 
experiencing the pangs of 
sorrow with the family -- 
instead he was demanding 
some money for burial -- at 
the graveside? This story 


of black’ 


loses a black mortician 
business -- but it 
happened. 

It is sincerely hoped that 
the black mortician will not 
tread the path of the black 
movie operators had to 
take when blacks flocked 
to white’ movie houses. 
One cannot declare that 
white morticians have not 
wanted black business. 
The encouragement or 
discouragement of black 


Y business among white 


funeral homes has_ not 
been a“ topic of 
conversation that much. 

There are burial rates 
Offered by funeral directors 
and the bereaved have a 
choice -- they can splurge 
it up or economize 
depending on the 
emotional dictates. With 
this in-mind, how can there 
be a slap that the black is 
overcharging? 

Incredible but two years 
ago a doctor's wife 
inquired around for a fair 
burial price and went to a 
white mortician because 
he had much lower rates. 
She was very happy with 
the service and all -- 
according to the grapevine 
— that "Negro" gallop poll. 

Crying clothes get pretty 
soggy during the funeral 
service among the 
mourners and friends, and 


the caravan to the 
graveside affords little 
relief. During the 
arrangements for the 


funeral, grief can drive the 
family to shoot the works 
for a‘nice:funeral.’ Ait-very 
well but how did that 
doctor’s wife find the white 
mortician with lower rates 
for a fine funeral than 
black funeral directors? 

Something is not wrong 
with black funeral service 
and charges but 
something is not right 
when blacks go to white 
morticians. One cannot 
attribute it to a black 
‘going licking after white 
folks’,

“We cannot afford to 
leave the white people to 
themselves, nor can we 
afford to let a country like 
ours go to ruin", declared 
Mrs. Anna Hedgeman, New 
York City, in her address of 
the fifth annual meeting of 
the Black Methodists for 
Church Renewal (BMCR) 
of the North Central 
Jurisdiction of the United 
Methodist Church at the 
Pick Fort Hayes Hotel, 
Friday evening Oct. 8. 

“White people have felt 
through the years that they 
are the ‘greatest’. We have 
got to get whites beyond 
that myth ... We blacks may 
well become the salvation 
of this nation”. 

Mrs. an, one of 
the founders of the 
national BMCR and who 
received the Frederick 
Douglass Award some time 
ago and her book, 
“Trumphet Sound” is now 
in its third printing. She 
told her enthusiastic 
audience of more than 200 
that she is writing a 
second book. 

“We have had true black 
leadership in this country” 
she said as she urged her 
audience to read “The Life 
and Times-of Frederick 
Douglass”. 

The outspoken human 
rights leader said that 
188,000 blacks saved 
Abraham Lincoln and won 
the Civil War. 

She scored preachers 
fof smoking as she insisted 
that Gur bodies are sacred 
and that we should take 
good care of them. She 
admitted however, that she 
had smoked but quit 
several years ago. 

The New Yorker in 
speaking of Jesus Christ 
said that he was not a 
weakling and that he was 
truly courageous. She 
asserted that the black 
churches and colleges 
have saved us and ‘don't 
let anyone run the church 
down".

(CETA), 25 heavy equip- 
ment operators will be 
hired for a 20-week period 
beginning Oct. 18. 

The program will involve 
classroom training and 
field work with heavy 
equipment to level and 
grade old strip mined 
lands at the 4,400-acre 
Perry Reclamation Area in 
Perry County north of New 
Lexington. 

The area is administered 
by ODNR'’s Division of 
Forestry for reclamation, 
research andprecreation. 

The training program is 
a joint effort of the Ohio 
Contractor's Association, 
the Associated General 
Contractors of America 
and Local 18 of the Intern- 
ational Union of Operating 
Engineers. 

Designed to upgrade 
skills and provide training 
in all aspects of the work 
of an operating engineer, 
the program emphasizes 
practical application, 
according to Patrick Lynch 
of Granville, state coor- 
dinator for the program. 

Lynch said the 25 
workers are unemployed 
journeymen operators from 
Central and Southeastern
